If  you  have  a 
modem  now,  you  can  log  on  by  dialing 
1-313-538-6968.  The  SysOp,  as  sys- 
tem operators  are  called,  can  answer 
questions  and  even  supply  you  with  public 
domain  software. 

He's  been  an  incredible  help  to  me 
and  he's  got  everything  from  a  spelling 
dictionary  to  an  outline  formatter  to 
games.  He  can  even  produce  ROMs  for 
you  or  direct  you  to  various  bulletin  boards 
you'll  find  of  interest. 

Since  he  doesn't  work  for  DAK,  I  can't 
guarantee  he'll  always  be  there,  but  he 
has  been  for  me,  and  at  least  you'll  get  a 
running  start  on  doing  a  whole  lot  more 
than  you,  or  frankly  Epson,  probably  ever 
imagined  with  this  computer.

Escort  turned  down  our  $10,000  head  to  head  challenge  described  below.  Escort  says  that  Maxon's  Radar  Detector  is 
"primitive",  "bottom-end"  and  "an  off-shore  produced  electronics  'gadget'  ".  I  don't  know  about  you,  but  to  me  these  words 
conjure  up  visions  of  a  cheap  toy  being  produced  off  in  the  middle  of  a  rice  paddy  somewhere  in  the  middle  of  nowhere. 


mean  a  high  manufacturing  cost. 

There's  no  question  in  my  mind  that 
Maxon  can  manufacture  cheaper  in  an  off- 
shore 'rice  paddy',  but  if  you  pay  $245  for 
Escort  or  $295  for  Passport,  it  should  be 
based  on  a  head  to  head  test  with  Maxon, 
not  on  perceived  retail  price  points. 
FORGET  PRICE  COMPLETELY 

So,  forget  that  Escort  costs  $245, 
Passport  $295,  and  Maxon  $9990.  Let's 
judge  them  on  their  own  merits.  And, 
let's  look  at  just  what  Escort  itself  has  to 
say  about  our  challenge.  (Please  read 
DAK's  and  Escort's  letters  to  the  right.) 

Escort  says  that,  "Regardless  of  the 
results,  such  an  event  lends  credibility 
to  the  challenger."  Well,  they  are  abso- 
lutely correct.  That's  why  I  put  up  the 
$10,000  in  the  first  place.  Fair  is  fair. 

Plus,  there  are  several  radar  detectors 
that  claim  to  have  won  this  or  that  rank- 
ing in  "Independent  Magazine  Reviews." 
So,  I'm  ignoring  any  reviews  and  asking 
for  a  one  on  one,  head  to  head  test.

Well  frankly,  I  don't  know  how  to  mea- 
sure "goodness".  Escort,  in  my  opinion. 


is  a  top  notch  company.  They  make  a 
superb  product  I'd  be  proud  to  sell.  And, 
they  have  great  customer  service. 

DAK  has  great  toll  free  technical  and 
regular  customer  service.  But,  I'd  be  the 
first  to  admit  that  with  over  $45  million 
in  profits,  Escort  can  probably  run  cir- 
cles around  us  in  advertising,  and  may- 
be even  in  service.  But,  I  don'tthinkthey 
can  beat  Maxon's  Radar  Detector. 
HOW  GOOD  IS  GOOD? 

When  Escort  was  introduced,  it  was 
revolutionary.  But,  you  can  only  go  so 
far.  And  in  my  opinion  (someone  else 
might  object),  radar  detecting  has  gone 
about  as  far  as  it  can  go.  So,  while  Escort 
has  made  improvements,  it's  Maxon  who 
has  moved  mountains  to  catch  up. 

DAK  UPs  THE  ANTE  TO  $20,000 

Now  I  realize  that  next  to  $45  million 
dollars,  $20,000  isn't  much,  but  it's  a  lot 
to  DAK.  And,  I'll  even  go  one  step  farther. 
I'll  print  the  exact  results  of  the  test,  win, 
lose,  draw,  or  no-show  in  the  first  catalog 
I  publish  after  January  1 ,  1 987. 

Escort,  the  ball  is  now  in  your  court. 
Below  is  the  "NEW"  version  of  my  chal- 
lenge with  the  time  and  amount  changed. 

I  don't  know  what  else  DAK  or  Maxon 
can  do  to  prove  that  the  RD-1  Superheter- 
odyne Detector  should  be  judged  on  its 
head  to  head  performance  against  Escort, 
not  on  its  selling  price!

So,  what  does  this  all  have  to  do  with 
video  cassette  recorders?  And,  why 
might  an  inexpensive  VCR  be  your  best 
bet?  Well,  let's  see. 

If  you're  like  me,  you  end  up  being 
away  from  home  during  your  favorite 
shows.  Or,  if  you've  checked  the  schedule 
for  the  new  TV  season,  you  may  have 
found  that  two  of  your  favorite  shows  are 
on  opposite  each  other. 

And,  isn't  it  frustrating  to  have  two 
shows  on  at  9PM  and  nothing  on  at  1 0? 
Isn't  it  frustrating  being  home  only  two 
nights  of  a  3  night  mini-series?  Well, 
with  a  VCR,  all  these  and  a  lot  of  other 
problems  can  be  solved. 

THE  HARRIET  FACTOR 

Harriet  is  my  wife's  old  team  teaching 
partner.  She  had  never  had  a  video  re- 
corder. So,  we  gave  her  one.  Several 
weeks  later  she  called,  absolutely  elated. 

She  was  recording  the  Phil  Donahue 
show  every  day  and  watching  it  when 
she  got  home  from  school. 

She  had  also  recorded  several  movies 
from  cable  that  she  kept  missing  while 
she  was  at  work,  or  because  they  were 
on  too  late  at  night  for  her  to  watch. 

By  the  way,  I  have  the  same  problem 
as  Harriet.  I  have  cable  and  I  have  a 
satellite  dish.  But,  I  never  seem  to  be 
able  to  sit  down  at  the  right  time. 

So,  I  record  movies  that  come  on  at 
2AM,  or  while  I'm  at  work. 

THE  FAMILY  AFFAIR 

My  parents  are  another  story.  They've 
had  a  recorder  for  years  (being  my  parents 
has  its  advantages).  My  parents  have 
two  loves,  concerts  (my  mother  is  a  con- 
cert pianist),  and  UCLA  Basketball. 

They  go  to  concerts  several  nights  a 
week  and  tape  the  UCLA  games  while 
they're  out.  Then,  if  you  can  believe  this, 


they  make  popcorn  and  stay  up  to  watch 
the  game  till  1:30AM. 

And  speaking  of  sports,  how  many 
Saturday  afternoons  do  you  flip  back 
and  forth  between  several  games,  only 
to  miss  the  play  you  really  wanted  to  see. 
If  you  had  a  recorder  running,  you  could 
instantly  see  your  own  instant  replays. 

So,  for  golf,  football,  baseball,  or  ten- 
nis, you  can  control  all  the  action. 

Plus,  forgetting  sports  for  a  moment, 
if  you've  ever  watched  magic  on  TV,  wait 
till  you  watch  the  slow  motion  replay 
over  and  over  again.

But,  back  to  the  family. We  gave  my 
wife's  parents  a  VCR  and  they  didn't 
know  how  to  hook  it  up. 

THIS  IS  IMPORTANT 

It  never  occurred  to  me  that  there  was 
anything  to  hooking  up  a  video  recorder. 
Just  unhookthe  antenna  or  cable  from 
your  TV  and  connect  it  to  an  identical 
connector  on  the  VCR.  Then  connect  a 
cable  (included)  between  the  recorder 
and  your  TV.  That  is  the  complete  cable 
hookup.  What  could  be  easier? 

Anyway,  my  father-in-law  gets  up  at 
5AM,  so  they  go  to  bed  very  early.  Once 
they  hooked  up  their  recorder,  they  dis- 
covered a  whole  world  of  late  night  TV. 

Now  they  watch  Dynasty  during  din- 
ner. And  look.  They  had  never  stayed  up 
to  see  the  Johnny  Carson  show. 

Wow!  A  video  recorder  can  let  you 
watch  what  you  want,  when  you  want, 
without  being  restricted  by  your  work, 
social  life  or  sleep.  Now  you  can  watch 
last  night's  midnight  show  at  dinner,  or 
tonight's  dinner  show  at  midnight. 
LOADS  YOU  CAN  DO 

If  you're  going  on  vacation,  you  can 
keep  up  with  weekly  series  while  you're 
gone,  even  on  different  channels. 

You  can  record  shows  you  want  your 
children  to  see  at  a  more  appropriate 
time.  For  example,  it  really  galls  us  that 
the  Christmas  specials  all  seem  to  come 
on  after  our  youngest  son's  bedtime. 

And  besides,  he  likes  to  watch  them 
several  times.  And,  speaking  of  being 
galled,  he's  galled  because  his  older 


brother  can  stay  up  and  watch  shows 
after  he  has  to  go  to  bed. 

So,  it's  not  unusual  for  us  at  the  Kaplan 
household  to  be  taping  channel  7  while 
we're  watching  channel  4. 1  wonder  how 
the  Nielsen  ratings  cope  with  taping? 

And  while  we're  on  ratings,  the  ad- 
vertisers on  TV  hate  VCRs.  They  hate 
VCRs  because  we  all  tend  to  use  our 
wireless  infrared  remote  controls  to  fast 
forward  through  their  commercials. 

And,  if  the  phone  rings  (which  it  always 
does),  I  can  simply  pause  the  tape  without 
missing  the  final  clue  to  a  mystery. 

And  there's  still  more.  If  I'm  home  but 
my  wife  and/or  kids  are  out,  who  wants 
to  watch  a  comedy  or  a  love  story  alone? 

It's  much  better  to  tape  it  and  watch  it 
when  the  whole  family  can  be  together. 

Plus,  with  all  the  movie  rental  shops 
around,  you  can  rent  an  evening  of  enter- 
tainment for  as  little  as  a  $1 . 

And,  lots  of  people  seem  to  be  doing 
just  that.  The  latest  statistics  show  that 
people  are  staying  home  and  watching 
rented  movies  rather  than  going  out  to 
restaurants  and  movies. 

I'm  sure  glad  I  own  an  electronics 
company  and  not  a  restaurant.  And  while 
you  may  decide  for  yourself  whether 
VCRs  are  a  fad  or  a  necessity  (I  vote  for 
necessity),  since  they  do  all  of  the  above, 
they  certainly  aren't  a  hype. 

Two  is  better  than  one.  We  have  sev- 
eral VCRs  (I  do  have  a  great  job).  Even 
though  only  70%  of  DAK  customers  own 
VCRs,  they/you  actually  own  a  total  of 
more  VCRs  than  we  have  customers. 

So,  the  Kaplans  aren't  the  only  family 
that  enjoys  having  a  recorder  in  both  the 
family  room,  den  and/or  bedroom. 

With  two  recorders,  you  can  tape  two 
different  shows,  and  you  can  make  cop- 
ies of  tapes.  (Note:  Making  copies  of 
many  movies,  even  off  the  air,  is  illegal).

There's  no  warning.  There's  no  record 
noise,  no  tape  hiss.  Vibrant  but  finely 
detailed  music  just  explodes  from  your 
stereo  system.  The  sound  is  like  a  shock- 
wave  reverberating  through  your  home. 

This  is  the  experience  you  can  expect 
with  your  first  introduction  to  digital  au- 
dio. Forget  any  experience  you've  ever 
had  before  with  stereo.  CD  audio  is  an 
awesome  advance  that  dwarfs  the  switch 
we  made  years  ago  from  78s  to  LPs. 

Imagine  listening  to  music  with  a  fre- 
quency response  from  5hz  to  20,000hz 
+0.5db  -1db.  Wow!  Imagine  sound  so 
pure  that  harmonic  distortion  is  just 
0.003%.  And,  if  you're  into  zeros,  flutter 
and  wow  is  "unmeasurable". 

The  sound  quality,  and  yes,  the  sonic 
violence  will  thrill  you.  I've  spent  over 
1  5  years  on  the  test  bench  and  in  the 
studios,  and  the  only  equal  I've  heard  to 
this  sound  is  'live  sound'. 

And,  live  sound  doesn't  mean  the  sound 
you  hear  at  a  concert  where  you  are  sim- 
ply listening  to  the  auditorium's  PA  sys- 
tem. Live  sound  means  sitting  right  in 
the  middle  of  the  orchestra. 

I  know,  I'm  a  cellist.  And,  there's  just 
no  sound  experience  like  the  sound  we 
hear  in  'the  pit'. 

NO  SOUND  AT  ALL 

CD  gives  you  a  signal  to  noise  ratio  of 
95db.  There  is,  for  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses, absolutely  no  hiss,  no  scratch, 
and  best  of  all,  no  surface  noise. 

You've  got  to  experience  the  silence 
during  very  quiet  passages  to  compre- 
hend the  sonic  adventure  of  the  music. 
It's  as  if  your  stereo  isn't  even  on  and 
then,  suddenly,  a  thunderclap  explodes! 

Conventional  records  and  tapes  have 
a  dynamic  range  of  perhaps  50db.  Dy- 
namic range  is  simply  the  difference  in 
sound  level  (volume)  between  the  softest 
and  loudest  recorded  sounds. 

CD  gives  you  a  95db  dynamic  range, 
which  is  roughly  equivalent  to  the  dif- 
ference between  absolute  silence  and 


standing  next  to  a  jet  engine. 

Your  music  will  be  dramatically  more 
exciting.  You  won't   have  to  carefully 
compare  CD  to  conventional  sound.  From 
the  very  first  note,  you'll  be  in  shock. 
NOT  PERFECT? 

CD  isn't  perfect.  Or  rather,  it  is,  and 
that's  a  problem.  You'll  hear  everything. 
You'll  hear  every  note,  every  instrument, 
as  if  you  were  sitting  in  the  orchestra. 

When  CD  first  came  out,  there  were 
three  complaints.  1)  Itcould  sound  harsh 
or  hard.  2)  There  weren't  enough  CDs 
released.  3)  Not  all  CD  discs  were  really 
recorded  digitally.  Here  are  the  answers. 

1  )Early  discs  did  sound  harsh.  A  char- 
acteristic of  pressing  LPs  is  that  they 
drop  off  from  5-10,000hz,  so  recording 
engineers  boost  those  frequencies. 

A  few  cuts  with  an  equalizer  bring  the 
first  discs  back  to  super  smooth  sound. 

2)True  again.  CDs  were  in  short  sup- 
ply. Now  there's  a  virtual  avalanche  of 
thousands  of  titles,  and  more  each  week. 

3)True  again.  Not  all  CDs  come  from 
digital  masters.  CDs  from  digital  mas- 
ters can  sound  phenomenally  better  than 
a  conventional  LP.  (It's  earthshaking.) 

But,  when  analog  (conventional)  mas- 
ters are  recorded  in  the  studios,  they  are 
recorded  on  two  inch  wide  tape  at  15 
inches  per  second.  They  sound  great. 

Most  sound  quality  is  lost  in  pressing 
records  and  copying  cassettes.  A  CD 
from  an  analog  master  isn't  quite  as  good 
as  from  a  digital  master,  but  its  superior- 
ity over  an  LP  is  still  like  day  and  night. 

CDs  are  now  a  standard  format.  There's 
no  stylus  to  wear  out  and  the  disc  doesn't 
wear  out  because  nothing  touches  it.

It's  not  red.  And  it  has  no  aroma.  But  it 
is  definitely  a  rose  amongst  the  thorns. 
Here's  an  all  new  name  dialing  2-line 
conferencing  speakerphone  that  will  rev- 
olutionize your  concept  of  telephones. 

As  president  of  DAK,  I've  tested  hun- 
dreds of  phones.  Some  are  very  good 
and  you  will  find  them  in  DAK's  catalog. 
But,  I've  never  used  a  better  sounding, 
more  useful  phone,  at  home  or  at  the 
office,  than  the  phone  pictured  above. 
Let  me  tell  you  some  of  the  reasons  why. 


FIRST,  IT  DIALS  BY  NAME 

I  hate  having  to  remember  phone  num- 
bers. With  this  phone,  all  I  do  is  push  the 
'H' button  when  I  wanttodial  Home.  The 
'D'  button  dials  DAK.  And,  the  T  button 
dials  my  insurance  broker. 

Most  other  dialers  make  you  remem- 
ber location  numbers,  such  as  '26'  for 
'Mom'.  So,  you're  really  just  substituting 
one  number  for  another.  Now,  all  I  need 
to  remember  is  the  person's  name. 

Where  I  have  more  than  one  name 
that  begins  with  the  same  letter,  I  can 
scroll  through  the  names  before  it  dials, 
or  enter  just  the  first  3  letters.

It 
has  a  memory  capacity  of  4096  digits. 

You  can  store  your  Sprint  and  MCI 
codes  with  the  person's  name,  in  a  sepa- 
rate location  that  the  phone  automatically 
accesses  as  it  dials,  or  totally  separately 
so  that  you  can  automatically  access  the 
service  and  then  dial  a  number  manually. 

CREDIT   ! 

And  speaking  of  manual  dialing,  you 
don't  even  have  to  push  the  speaker- 
phone button  to  dial.  When  you  touch 
the  first  number  on  the  dial,  the  phone 
automatically  seizes  the  line,  turns  on  its 
speaker,  and  you  have  on-hook  dialing. 

So,  you  never  have  to  lift  the  receiver 
or  activate  the  speakerphone  unless 
someone  answers  the  line.

This  phone  has  the  latest  K2  handset.

The 
speakerphone  is  so  powerful,  so  clean, 
and  so  easy  to  use,  you'll  never  pick  up 
the  handset  unless  you  need  privacy. 


I've  used  good  speakerphones  before, 
but  this  speakerphone's  sound  quality 
rivals  an  in-person  conversation,  not  a 
phone  call.  How's  that  for  a  description 
of  a  phone  you  can  try  on  a  30  day  risk 
free  trial? 

2-LINE  MASTERPIECE 

You  can  select  Line  1  or  Line  2.  And, 
you  can  push  'Conference'  to  combine 
both  lines  for  convenient  business  con- 
ferences or  friendly  group  calls  with 
friends.  There  are  LEDs  that  show  which 
line  is  'In  Use',  'On  Hold',  or  'Ringing'. 
And,  there  are  different  rings  for  each  line. 

Installation  is  a  breeze.  It  simply  plugs 
into  one  standard  modular  2-line  jack  or 
two  modular  1  -line  jacks.  Nothing  could 
be  simpler.  Just  plug  it  in.

The  list  of  features  would  have  to  be 
microfilmed  to  fit  on  this  page.

WHAT  IT  IS 

There's  just  no  two  ways  about  it.  You 
are  right  in  the  middle  of  the  action.

It's  a  shame.  But,  it's  also  a  great  oppor- 
tunity to  get  a  pair  of  15"  audiophile 
loudspeakers  with  the  newest  in  stereo 
imaging  at  a  market-breaking  price. 

Imagine  a  precisely  matched  mirror 
image  pair  of  top-of-the-line  BSR  speak- 
ers that  can  effortlessly  recreate  the  cata- 
clysmic impact  of  a  full  orchestral  cre- 
scendo at  full  volume  and  yet  offer  flaw- 
lessly subtle  sound  detail  to  21 ,500hz. 

You'll  thrill  to  thunderous  bass  all  the 
way  down  to  26hz.  Incredibly  rich,  full, 
vibrant  sound  at  low  volume  will  explode 
with  life  as  you  increase  the  volume. 

But  before  we  examine  the  front  speak- 
er complement,  the  twin  overlapping 
crossovers  and  the  top  mounted  sonic 
placement  and  ambiance  speakers,  let's 
see  why  they  were  almost  orphaned.

It's  true.  If  you've  bought  a  stereo  sys- 
tem in  the  last  5  years,  it's  time  to  take  a 
look  at  the  speakers. 

You  see,  many  manufacturers  put  all 
their  money  into  the  electronics  and  add 
basic  1  or  2-way  speaker  systems. 

After  all,  they  sell  their  stereos  based 
on  features.  And,  it's  easier  to  sell  a  sys- 
tem with  an  extra  button  than  with  a 
woofer  with  a  bigger  or  better  magnet. 
REALLY  DUMB 

It's  amazing  to  me  that  manufacturers 
don't  provide  the  best  speakers  possible. 
Because,  quite  frankly,  I  find  speakers 
can  accountfor  about  40%  of  the  overall 
musical  quality  of  your  system. 

This  isn't  an  insult,  but  I've  refused  to 
use  speakers  from  several  large  com- 
panies when  I  sell  their  systems. 

So,  here's  my  proposition.  Try  a  pair 
of  the  BSR  speakers  on  this  page  in  your 
current  system.  If  you're  not  100%  thrill- 
ed, simply  return  them  with  a  note  that 
says,  "Drew,  you  were  wrong".

Think  about  it  How  fast  does  your 
heart  beat  when  you  climb  a  flight  of 
stairs?  And  how  long  does  it  take  foryour 
heart  rate  to  return  to  normal? 

Well,  if  you're  at  all  like  me,  you  may 
be  a  little  out  of  shape.  While  I'm  only 
37,  several  friends  of  my  own  age  have 
recently  had  heart  attacks.  And  frankly, 
I'm  getting  just  a  bit  worried. 

You  see,  I  am  getting  past  the  point 
where  I  can  simply  say,  "I'll  get  back  into 
shape  next  year." 

So,  whether  you're  a  long  distance 
runner(this  is  the  ultimate  jogging  com- 
panion), or  just  a  few  pounds  overweight 
like  I  am,  your  heart  rate  will  give  you  a 
picture  ofyour  heart  and  body's  condition. 

Now  you  can  take  your  heart  rate  any- 
time, anywhere  with  the  newest  in  so- 
phisticated electronic  pulse  takers.

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Because  it  knows  your  stride  length,  it 
automatically  calculates  the  distance  you 
travel.  Just  touch  a  button,  and  as  you 
can  see,  I've  traveled  0.58  miles. 


Push  the  button  again,  and  you  can 
see  how  many  calories  you've  burned. 
The  Body  Monitor  has  a  built-in  table 
that  calculates  an  average  of  how  many 
calories  you've  burned,  based  on  the 
number  of  steps  you've  taken. 

And,  you  can  be  even  more  accurate 
by  adding  your  exact  weight  to  the  body 
meter's  reading.  A  formula  is  included. 


What's  really  great  is  that  you  can  set 
a  target  for  yourself  to  achieve.  Here  I've 
set  2500  steps.  When  I  reach  2500  steps, 
an  alarm  will  sound  to  tell  me  that  I've 
achieved  my  goal. 
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But  steps  aren't  very  interesting,  so 
you  can  set  the  alarm  to  let  you  burn  1 00 
calories  or  go  3  miles.

Your  stereo  can  sound  incredibly  bet- 


ter. Just  a  5db  roll-off  at  the  high  end,  up 
around  14,000hz  to  16,000hz,  can  just 
decimate  the  harmonics  that  give  you 
the  open  feeling  you'd  experience  at  a 
live  concert.  A  similar  roll-off  at  60hz, 
causes  the  fundamental  bass  notes  to 
just  fade  away  into  the  'murk'.

AUTOMATIC 
RECEIVE 


It's  amazing.  You  can  literally  make 
any  office  anywhere  in  the  country,  an 
office  down  the  hall. 

But,  instead  of  walking  down  the  hall, 
just  dial  the  person's  phone  number.  Then 
put  your  letter  or  report  into  this  Fax  and 
a  copy  will  emerge  at  the  other  end. 

I  have  one  at  home  so  that  reports  are 
on  my  Fax  when  I  get  up  in  the  morning. 
If  I'm  working  late  (usually),  I  Fax  instruc- 
tions to  my  secretary  that  she  can  act  up- 
on when  she  arrives  in  the  morning. 

From  the  companies  DAK  does  busi- 
ness with  to  magazines  we  advertise  in, 
we  can  and  do  Fax  virtually  everything.  It 
saves  us  a  fortune  in  time. 

For  example,  if  you're 
on  the  phone  and  you 
want  to  see  the  specifi- 
cations of  a  product  or 
a  contract  agreement, 
you  no  longer  have  to 
say,  "Express  it  to  me 
and  we'll  talk  tomor- 
row". Now  you  can  read 
the  report  in  minutes. 
We  put  a  Fax  into 
the  company  that  main- 
tained  our  computer. 
When  we  had  packing 
slip  problems,  we  just 
Faxed  copies  to  them 
and  had  instant  action. 
Prior  to  using  Faxes, 
we  would  have  to  air 
express  the   problem 
packing  slips  and  wait 
for  a  response. 
BUT  WHO  HAS  THEM? 
Ask  your  attorney,  your  accountant  or 
your  bank.  Ask  any  manufacturer  or  im- 
porter. Faxes  are  fast  and  cheap. 

During  this  last  year,  I've  found  that 
virtually  every  company  DAK  Works  with 
is  using  a  Fax  to  transmit  written  infor- 
mation to  its  executives  and  to  the  peo- 
ple it  does  business  with. 

Fax  machines,  or  telecopier  or  fac- 
simile machines  as  they  are  called,  can 
save  you  time  and  money. 

I  send  copies  of  ads  to  magazines  for 
approval.  I  get  instant  copies  of  indus- 
trial specifications  from  manufacturers. 
And,  it  now  takes  less  time  to  deliver  a 
purchase  order  than  it  does  to  type  it. 
HERE'S  WHAT  IT  IS 
A  Fax  is  really  very  much  like  a  copy 
machine.  Just  feed  a  document  in  and  it 
digitizes  the  information  and  transmits 
the  digitized  information  over  a  phone 
line.  Another  Fax  machine  at  the  other 
end  of  the  line  receives  the  information 
and  translates  it  into  dots. 

Then,  much  like  a  dot  matrix  printer, 
out  comes  a  copy.  It's  quick,  just  about  3 
minutes  a  page.  It's  easy.  And  the  quality, 
while  certainly  not  up  to  an  office  copier, 
is  quite  readable. 

You  can  Fax  written  words  or  line  draw- 
ings or  graphs,  not  glossy  photos.  You 
can  Fax  original  typed  material,  or  just 
the  copies  out  of  your  copy  machine. 
EASY  INSTALLATION 
Just  plug  it  in  and  it's  ready  to  go.  You 
have  two  choices.  You  can  plug  it  direct- 


ly into  your  phone  line,  oryou  can  use  its 
acoustical  coupler  (included). 

When  you  choose  to  plug  it  in,  you 
can  either  use  a  dedicated  phone  line,  or 
simply  share  your  existing  line. 

To  send  a  Fax,  just  put  in  your  docu- 
ment, dial  the  number  and  push  Start. 

If  you're  using  the  acoustic  coupler, 
simply  strap  it  to  the  handset. 


To  receive  a  Fax,  if  you  have  the  machine 
plugged  in  as  I  do,  just  leave  it  on  auto- 
receive.  It  will  act  like  a  written  answer- 
ing machine  and  receive  material  without 
anyone  having  to  be  present. 

The  Fax  is  a  totally  automatic  machine. 
When  it's  through  sending,  it  will  shut 
off  and  automatically  release  the  line. 

If  you  use  the  acoustic  coupler,  just 
unstrap  it  (2  seconds)  when  the  copy  is 
finished,  and  hang  up  the  phone. 

At  trade  shows,  how  great  to  have  a 
Fax  in  the  booth  or  in  your  hotel  room. 
Now  you'll  never  be  out  of  touch.  You 
can  Fax  in  orders  or  get  copies  of  infor- 
mation that  you  don't  have  with  you. 
FINAL  FACTS 

The  Fax  machine  comes  complete  with 
acoustic  coupler  and  plug-in  network 
adaptor.  All  you  need  is  a  telephone 
handset  or  a  standard  modular  jack. 

You  can  feed  in  paper  up  to  8V2"  wide 
and  the  Fax  will  transmit  an  8"  path  of 
information.  It  uses  standard,  100  foot 
long  rolls  of  thermal  paper.

It's  like  clock- 
work. 4  out  of  5  nights  we  don't  even  get 
started  on  dinner.

Now,  if  you're  going  down  the  hall  to 
meet  in  Jim's  office,  or  you  want  a  half 
hour  to  have  dinner,  or  you  want  to  tell 
the  public  that  you're  open  from  9AM  to 
5PM,  or  you're  out  to  lunch,  an  amazing 
new  NONANSWERING  MACHINE  will 
let  you  effortlessly  leave  your  message 
on  a  computer  chip.

I'm  not  exaggerating  about  my  frus- 
trations at  the  office  or  at  home.  Now, 
because  this  is  so  simple  to  use,  everyone 
can  leave  a  'phone  trail'  behind  them. 

First,  for  the  office.  When  you  leave 
your  office,  just  push  the  Record  Button 
and  say  where  you'll  be.  If  you're  in  the 
conference  room,  at  some  other  exten- 
sion or  the  lunch  room,  say  so. 

Even  if  it's  the  bathroom,  nobody  call- 
ing you  will  know  that  you'll  only  be 
gone  for  5  minutes. 

It  is  so  easy  to  use.  Just  say,  "Call  back 
in  5  minutes".

Your  home  stereo,  even  with  terrific 
specs,  just  can't  seem  to  reproduce  the 
3-dimensional  effect  that  you  experience 
at  a  live  performance.  And,  even  with  the 
finest  car  or  portable  stereo,  while  the 
sound  may  be  technically  perfect,  the 
excitement  is  likely  to  be  missing.

Interestingly,  when  you  listen  to  music 
at  home,  you're  probably  listening  to 
better  equipment  than  at  a  live  concert.

A  puppy  may  be  man's  best  friend. 
Woof,  Woof.  .  .But,  now  I've  got  a  new 
friend  you  can  add  on  to  your  stereo  sys- 
tem. It  doesn't  need  to  be  taken  on  walks, 
washed  or  fed.  But,  it  makes  a  great 
cocktail  table  for  you  when  you're  being 
fed.  And,  oh  what  a  woof  it  has. 

GREAT  SOUND  FOR  EVERYONE 

It's  called  a  subwoofer.  And,  normally 
it  is  the  beloved  pet  of  only  the  most 
ardent  audiophiles. 

It's  not  generally  understood  that  it 
can  be  used  with  virtually  any  speaker 
system  in  any  stereo.  And,  in  addition  to 
substantially  increasing  and  perfecting 
the  bass  response,  it  has  a  significant 
impact  on  the  mid-range  clarity  too. 

Before  I  tell  you  exactly  how  mar- 
velous your  stereo  will  sound  when  you 
connect  this  subwoofer  to  it,  there  are 
two  things  you  should  know. 

First,  you'll  be  getting  your  newfriend 
at  a  phenomenal  price.  DAK  has  sold 
over  1 0,000  of  Cerwin-Vega's  1 2"  sub- 
woofers.  They  had  a  retail  price  of  $332, 
but  we  sold  them  for  $1  6450. 

Second,  your  newfriend  comes  com- 
plete with  a  paid  up  health  insurance 
policy  in  the  form  of  a  2  year  limited 
warranty  from  its  father,  BSR. 

By  the  way,  the  puppy  sitting  on  top  of 
the  subwoofer  is  the  same  puppy  I  used 
with  Cerwin-Vega's,  but  wait  till  you  hear 
what's  under  him  now.  You'll  have  BSR's 
1 5"  massive  infusion  of  explosive  bass, 
added  to  your  system  for  just  $9990. 

But  don't  be  misled.  BSR  bass  is  clean 
and  tight;  never  sloppy  or  overpower- 
ing. It  adds  a  feeling  of  depth  and  full- 
ness to  your  music  that  you  simply  can't 
get  with  two  or  3-way  speaker  systems. 
HERE'S  WHAT  IT  DOES 
Basically,  the  problem  with  most  speak- 
er systems  is  that  the  bass  overpowers 
the  system.  In  a  3-way  system,  a  woofer 
may  be  crossed  over  at  about  800hz. 
And,  in  a  2-way  system  as  high  as  3000hz. 

So,  the  woofer  must  handle  move- 
ments of  up  to  an  inch  at  frequencies 
below  about  80hz,  while  at  the  same 
time  attempting  to  reproduce  the  very 
fine  vibration  type  movements  of  the 
mid-range  frequencies. 

It  is  this  difference  in  movements  that 
causes  both  the  bass  to  be  weak  or  not 
precise,  and  the  mid-range  to  become 
muddy  (intermodulation  distortion).

It's  no  secret.  You  can  see  that  it's  a 
double  deck  for  dubbing.  You  can  also 
see  that  it  features  auto  reverse  for  non- 
stop entertainment. 

And,  you  can  even  see  that  it  has  high 
speed  dubbing  for  expanding  your  tape 
collection  or  making  tapes  for  your  car 
or  personal  stereo. 

But,  what  you  can't  easily  see  is  what 
you're  going  to  get  when  you  add  up  all 
these  sophisticated  innovations  and  then 
throw  in  some  surprising  extras. 
STRANGE  EGG 

And  speaking  of  strange  extras,  what 
would  you  think  of  being  able  to  listen  to 
two  tapes  at  the  same  time.  It's  great  for 
mixing  vocals,  but  it's  a  feature  that  I've 
never  seen  before. 

But,  let's  look  at  some  everyday  useful 
features  that  make  this  deck  totally  uni- 
que and  superbly  useful.

COMPLETE  CASSETTES  on  both  sides 
in  sequence  so  you'll  have  3  hours  of 
recording  from  two  90  minute  cassettes. 

When  you  return,  just  start  listening 
to  one  of  the  cassettes.  When  you  hear  a 
song  you'd  like,  just  put  the  other  deck 
into  record  and  you'll  end  up  with  a 
flawlessly  recorded  tape  of  only  your 
favorite  songs.

It's  a  manual  version  of  Intro  Scan 
which  I  described  earlier.  It's  important 
to  remember  that  both  Intro  Scan  and 
AMPS  automatically  function  on  both 
sides  of  the  tape.  In  fact,  they  ignore  the 
different  sides  and  simply  look  at  your 
cassette  as  a  90  minute  piece  of  tape. 

But  there's  more.  There's  RMPS. 
RMPS  (Random  Music  Program  Search) 
lets  you  play  or  listen  to  15  random 
selections  on  your  cassettes. 


So,  you  can  listen  to  song  7, 2, 1  5,  and 
6  on  either  side  of  the  cassette.  And  you 
can  copy  a  tape  in  any  sequence  you  like. 

Again,  RMPS  doesn't  care  what  side 
of  the  tape  a  song  is  on.  It  lets  you  listen 
or  copy  in  any  order.  This  may  seem  odd, 
but  I  tend  to  use  this  feature  to  get  rid  of 
songs  more  than  I  use  it  to  select  them. 

Let  me  explain.  When  I'm  copying  a 
record,  it's  a  pretty  good  bet  that  I  like 
most  of  the  album  or  I  wouldn't  be  copy- 
ing it.  But  there  are  always  a  few  songs  I 
don't  like.  So  I  make  a  tape,  then  use 
RMPS  to  eliminate  the  songs  I  don't  like. 
DREW  LIKES  IT 

Before  I  talk  about  the  quality  of  the 
sound,  I've  just  got  to  tell  you  about  this 
deck's  automation. 

Once  you've  programmed  RMPS,  one 
deck  will  fast  forward,  stop,  then  start 
playing  a  song.  The  other  deck  will  switch 
into  record  and  start  at  the  same  time. 

Then  both  decks  stop  while  the  first 
deck  'looks'  for  the  next  song  it  is  to  play. 
Then  they  both  start  up  again.  This  deck 
is  simply  mesmerizing  to  watch  in  action. 

And  I  also  like  its  continuous  relay 
play.  It  first  plays  both  sides  of  deck  1 , 
then  it  plays  both  sides  of  deck  2.  That's 
3  full  hours  of  non-repeated  music. 

But  it  never  stops.  It  switches  back  to 
deck  one  and  starts  the  whole  3  hour 
musical  experience  over  and  over  again. 
BUT  IT'S  THE  SOUND 

As  fascinating  as  this  deck  is  to  use 
and  watch,  without  Sansui's  meticulous 
attention  to  electronic  detail,  it  wouldn't 
be  worth  its  computers. 

Sansui  uses  a  unique  High-Bs  hard 
permalloy  head  and  a  double-gap  ferrite 
erase  head  in  each  deck.  In  fact,  the 
specifications  are  identical  for  both  decks. 

The  frequency  response  extends  from 
20hz  to  1  5,000hz  with  normal  bias,  to 
16,000hz  with  CrO2  and  to  1  7,000hz 
with  metal.  The  signal  to  noise  ratio  with 
Dolby  C  is  74db. 

Each  deck  has  dual  capstans.  Each 
deck  has  an  electronically  controlled  DC 
motor  for  rock  stable  tape  movement. 
And  each  deck's  takeups  and  unwinds 
are  operated  by  still  another  DC  motor. 

There  is  one  set  of  controls  for  all  the 
mechanical  functions.  Just  select  deck 
A  or  B.  There  is  record  mute  for  clean 
intros  and  exits. 

And  there  is  'Auto  Fade'.  Just  touch 
this  button  when  you're  recording,  and 
in  4  seconds  your  recording  volume  will 


fade  to  zero  for  clean  professional  end- 
ings. It  also  operates  for  intros. 

What  if  you  start  recording  a  song  that 
you  decide  you  don't  like.  Well,  just  touch 
the  RCPS  button  and  the  deck  doing  the 
recording  will  stop,  rewind  to  the  begin- 
ning of  the  selection  you  are  recording 
and  place  itself  in  record  pause. 

If  you  are  dubbing,  the  other  deck  will 
automatically  fast  forward  to  the  next 
song  and  place  itself  in  pause.  Sansui 
has  produced  a  very  intelligent  deck. 

But,  speaking  of  intelligence,  there's 
one  surprise  that  I  think  we  'tape  nuts' 
will  just  have  to  get  used  to. 

This  deck  features  Automatic  Level 
Control  for  each  deck.  Frankly,  it  does  a 
great  job.  You  won't  notice  any  of  the 
dynamic  range  compression  that  I've 
always  associated  with  ALC. 

What  you  will  notice  is  perfectly  re- 
corded tapes  every  time.  I  still  miss  the 
controls,  but  I  must  admit  that  the  record- 
ings are  flawless. 

The  Tape  Collection  Expander  Plus  is 
made  by  Sansui.  It's  their  top  of  the  line, 
and  it  sounds  like  it.  It  is  1  7"  wide,  41/2" 
tall  and  9Yz"  deep.  It's  backed  by  their 
standard  limited  warranty.

But,  if  you're  like  me  you're  going  to 
find  that  this  'Weird  Music'  is  really  going 
to  end  musical  frustration.  And  frankly, 
I've  been  frustrated. 

As  you  might  expect  from  reading  my 
catalogs,  I  have  4  complete  music  sys- 
tems in  my  home,  and  a  very  large  col- 
lection of  records,  cassettes,  open  reel 
tapes  and  CDs. 

One  reason  I'm  frustrated  is  because  I 
can't  listen  to  my  open  reel  tapes  unless 
I'm  at  one  of  my  two  main  systems. 
And,  if  I'm  on  the  patio,  in  the  kitchen,  or 
in  the  garage,  I'm  relegated  to  AM,  FM  or 
cassettes  on  a  pocket  stereo  or  portable.

It's  not  a  perfect  system.  But,  you'll  be 
shocked  by  the  magnificent  rich  sound.
